Experts are of opinion that some of the 
archaic terms in use among the Brandon 
knappers now are relics of the Neolithic 
language; ahd that a perfect péiigree 
has been made out for the gun and tin- 
der box flints of today, originating with 
the earliest savage who hit on the no- 
tién of ‘using splinters of filnt wherewith 
to’ hunt, feed, fight and dress skins. This 
means that the Brandon indugtfy has 
been ‘established for at least ..10,000

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RUINS OF SHERBORNE CASTLE 


Here WIil Be Presented the Folk diag Which Will Commemorate the the Quaint West Country Town’s 


Twelfth Centenary. 
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By Alice Reeves. 


Special Cable. 
ONDON, May 27.—American visi- 
e tors to England early this sum- 
ber will have an opportunity of 
witnessing something worth going far 
to see. It is the commemoration of 
Sherborne, one of the quaintest and most 
picturesque of West Country towns, of 
its twelve hundredth birthday. Few 
towns, even in old England, .can boast 
such venerable antiquity as that. And 
during its long life Sherborne has wit- 
nessed many atirring scenes intimately 
associated with epoch-making periods of 
English history. Inetead of an exhibi- 
tion, feasting, oratory and fireworks,, or 
any of the other varieties of civic cele- 
bration which mushroom oities have 
made so wearisomely familiar, Sher- 
borne is to have a show worthy af its 
great age and glorious memories, 
take the form of a spectacular folk piay 
Or pageant in which the most note- 
worthy events that have taken place 
in the old gray town wlll be reenacted. 
Sherborne has been taking life easy in 
the last few hundred years of fis exist- 
ence and not mruch of importance to the 
outside world has happened there in that 
time. But it had the good fortune to 
provide a home for nineteen years to 
Louls N. Parker, the dramatist, autho: 
of “‘The Cardinal” and co-author of 
“Rosemary.”’ Incidentally also Gher- 
borne provided Mr. Parker with a wife. 
To show his appreciation of all that 
Sherborne has done for him, Mr. Parker 
has written the folk play and arranged 
its scenes. That guarantees a. perform- 
ance worth seeing. 


Amid Castle Ruins. . 

It is to be given in the open air amid 
the ruins of old Sherberne castle, around 
which cluster so many memories of the 
days when Sherborne lived the strenu- 
ous life. No modern stage could provide 
a .setting so well adapted to the per- 
Through the main entrance 
to the modern castle, the ‘home of the 
Digby family, a winding road leads 
across the moat into the interior of the 
old castle. The ruins of the keep and 
turret, evidences of Cromwell’s wrath, 
form a rough quadrangle overgrown ‘with 
ivy which will serve as a background 
for the various tableaux. On the left 
towers the remnants of the ancient gate- 
house; on the right is another fragment 
of masonry, called tie “Chapel Exit.” 
Fronting the quadrangle a large covered 
auditorium will be erecced providing seats 
for 2,000 spectators. In the folk piay 
700 of the townsfolk will take part. 
They began drilling and rehearsing for 
the event months ago. The historical 
accuracy of the costumes provided for 
them is vouched for by the best au- 
thorities. 

Sherborne’s chief claim to historic re- 
nown lies in the fact that it was for 
time the capital of the newer Wessex 
end the center of the old district which 
successfully withstood the Dane while 
Alfred gathered his forlorn hope in the 
marshes of Athelney for the fight which 
made England and all 
come out of it possible. 
eleven ‘‘episodes”’ 
divided are devoted to this period of its: 
history. The first of these depicts tae 
founding of the town by St. Baldhelm 
in 705, when the inhabitants of the west 
had most o¢ them relapsed into heathen- 
dom. In the midst of a hunting scene 
the saint makes his entrance accom- 
plished by some of his disciples. Dio- 
ping his hand in the small stream which 


It wilt 


flows by, he asks ita name, and on being 
told that in the ancient tongue it is 
called Scir-burn—the clear stream—and 
is a holy place, he raises the standard of 
Christ there. “Upon this holy place, by 
this clear stream, and on this pleasant 
hill,” he says, “I will build a city and a 
church. From this holy place the knowl- 
edge of the true God shal] spread 
throughout the western lands. And it 
shall be known throughout all ages as 
the place of the clear streams, and unto 
the end ef time its children shall cali 
it—Sherborne.” 

The next episode introduces the most 
famous of Sherborne’s bishops, Ealhstan, 
known as the fighting bishop, and King 
thelwulft’s best general. He itt Was 
won the first complete victory over the 
Danes at the mouth of-the Parret in 
845. He is shown in the full armor of 
the period leading a charge against the 
invading Danes to the cry of “For God 
and home.” After a terrific hand-to- 
hand encounter they are driven bacx 
through the Chapel] exit, leaving their 
dead and wounded on the ground. 

Kalhstan was not the only fighting 


bishop of Sherborne, Between 87! and 
933 three of them fell in battle against 
the piratical northern hordes. But the 
folk play would have to be stretched te 
too great length to make room for them 
and their valorous deeds,

author, in which he advocates, the 
state going into the baby business, has 
caused a sensation. Mr. Wells takes is- 
sue with President Roosevelt on the 
motherhood question. The article follows; 
“When I dream of Utopia the most 
incredible fancies come into my head. 
One is, that in Utopia it will not be a mis- 
ery for.decent married women to have 
wholeso children. 

“I know that lots of people will pre- 
tend to be shocked by the implication of 
that. They will assure me that in our 
world now children are the delight of life, 
no woman knows the sweetness of ex- 


istence who has mot had her children 
clustering round her kuees, and much 


else of that sort of philoprogentive cant, 
I shall be called a “London scientist” 
anr sich scathing but inapplicable thins, 
and told wonderful fairy tales of marvel- 
lous cottage women who bring up fam- 
lies of ten in the best ern stye with 
one .\hand, while they keep the .home 
clean, the husband happy, and go out 
washing with the other. And so on, 
Motherhood a Service to the State. 
“Now all that is beside the mark. 1 
know as well as any one that children 
are the most beautiful things In life and 
parentage the finest experience in exist- 
ence, but for all that a civilized human 
being is a creature with foresight. and!

Cial title is the “Palacio de Gobierno,”’ 
and it forms both the offices and resi- 
dence of President Manuel Amador- 
Guerrera, the George Washington of this 
new republic. 

A squad of policemen armed with ri- 
fles was marching up and down in frant 
of it when I called there not long ago 
with Minister Barret. As we approach- 
ed they saluted us, but the minister

President Amador in 1905.

Gut first let me introduce you to this | 


Bresident of the world’s baby republic 
and the father of its independence. Il 
have given his name as Manuel Amador- 
Guerrera.- In America he woulg be 
known as President Amador, but ‘here 
the Guerrera is added, after the Spanish 
fashion, for that was the name of his 
mother. He is the son of Jose Maria 
Amador and Mercedes Guerrera. On 
hit mother's side he is the grandson 
of a colonel who fought for the inde- 
Béendence of Colombia. The president 
was born in Colombia, and Was edu- 
Gated at the University of Cartagena. 

He was just about of age when ha 
graduated there as a doctor and came 


to Panama to practice medicine. This 


+ Was more than fifty years ago, and from 


then until now Dr. Amador has been 
one of the leading citizens of the isth- 
mus. <As far back as during our civil 
war he was vice president of Panama 
atate, and when General Grant was be- 
ginning his first term in the white house 
Dr. Amador had been elected its presi- 
There was a revolution, however, 
which prevented his holding the office, 
and which resulted in his banishment to 
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Barret. formally presented me, | 
and we arranged an appointment for to- | 
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Cartagena. Later on he was pardoned 
and came back to Panama. He again 
took an interest in politics, which he 
has kept up to this day. Indeed, it is 
larngély due to him that Panama is now 
a republic. He went to New York jyst 
before the revolution and secured the 
assistance which aided in making the 
cause a success, He returned on the 
27th of October, one year ago, promis- 
ing to proclaim the independence of Pan- 
ama before the Sth of the month fol- 
lowing. This he did on November 3, 
and after the constitution was adopted 
he was elected the first president, which 
position. he has now held for more than 
one year. 
How the President Looks. 

The president of Panama is one of 
the fine-looking rulers of this age. He 
is more than six feet tall and is straight 
and well formed. His forehead is high 
and Yull, his complexion rosy, and al- 
though he is 7!, his dark hair and mus- 
tache are only sprinkled with gray. I 
asked him for a photograph. Im reply 
he brought me one of President Roose- 
velt, which he had’ just received, saying 
that he was having a photograph taken 
to send back to him, and that he would 
have a copy of the same struck off for 
This he has since done. 

The president is the picture of health. 
He is a living eviaence that here ‘on 
the isthmus men can reach a green old 
age and keep young. His life has been 
a strenuous one. 
litical work he has carried on the prac- 
tice of medicine for fifty years. He was 
long the physician of the Panama rail- 
road, and also of the Pacific Mail and 
Equitable Life Insurance companies, and 
he therefore knows well the health con- 
ditions of this part of the world. 

Health at Panama. 

One of my first questions was whether 
Americans could safely Iive at Panama. 
The president replied: ‘ 

“There is no reason why your people 
may not be as healthy here ag in the 


states if they will conform to the ordi- 
nary customs of life in the tropics. A 
‘few may have malarial fever at the 
| start, but this danger will diminish as 
‘time goes on and after a while they will 
|become immune. Our malarial fevers at- 
‘tack foreigners more readily than na- 
tives. This is also the case with yellow 
fever. The man who has been on the 
‘isthmus for ten or fifteen years is ap- 
parently out of danger. 

| The Yellow Fever Mosquito. 

| ‘‘How about the mosquitoes, doctor? Vo 
'you think they cause fevers?® 

| ‘Yes, I believe in the mosquito theory. 
|Yellow fever and malarial fever are car- 
[ried by the bites of certain mosquitoes 
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at certain stages of their existence. I 
think, however, that there are other 
means of catching the yellow fever than 
by such !noculation. According to the 
modern theory every man who has yel- 
low fever gets it from the bite of a 
female mosquito which has just been 
feasting off the blood of a man who has 
yellow fever. They even go so far as to 
say that the female mosquito takes such 
feasts only when she is anxious to breed, 
and that it is only. at such times that 
she introduces the yellow fever germs 
into her victims. If this ig so, the ques- 
tion arises as to how the first yellow 
fever mosquito became inoculated with 
the yellow fever germ: Was she born 
with the yellow fever -in her blood,.and 
was thus able to communicate it to the 
first yellow fever patient, or Wag the 
first yellow fever patient born to enable 
the first female mosquito in that inter- 
esting. condition to get the first bite of a 
yellow. fever patient, and then start the 
chain to running which has come” down 
to now?” 

! “How about your malarial fevers?’ 
| “They are not necessarily fatal, and 
'seldom cause death. They succumb 
| quickly to quinine and are largely pre- 
vented by taking tonic doses.’’ 


How To Live Long at Panama. 
“Tell me, Mr. President,: how one 
should do who wishes.to live long and 

keep well in this part of. the world?’’ 
“He should observe regular hours and 
;avoid excesses of every kind. The worst 


, tring is drink.. A man here should use 
ro intoxicating liquors. This rule pre- 
vails generally as to life in the tropics. 
As for me, I was the doctor of the 
Fanama railroad when it was built, 
end I passed through the terrible sick- 
ness of that time. I have been here 
curing the whole construction of the 
canal and have always enjoyed excel- 
lent health. I attribute this largely to 
my regular habits. I go to bed at 10 
o‘clock every night and I arise at 7 
every morning. I am careful of my 
eating and try not to overwork, although 
I have at times been forced to do so. 
I have led a quiet life as far as I 
possibly could, and, as a result, al- 
thcugh I am now three-score and ten, I 
am, I judge, as young as most men 
of my years in any part of tke world.”’ 


The New Republic. 

The conversation here turned to Pan- 
&ma, and I asked the president as to 
whether his country offered many ‘op- 
pcrtunities for foreign investors. He 
replied: 

“The republic is almost entirely unde- 
véloped, and in the evolution of the fu- 
ture I think there will be many chances 
for Americans and others to make 
money. We have as yet no roads. The 
orly way to get over the country is on 
mule trails, or by going up and down 
the coast in boats and thence into the 
interior. We hope to build roads just 
as soon as we can. We shall first make 
wagon roads, and shall try to render 
the whole country. accessible to the 
coast, with -the idea that the products 
may be carried down to the sea and 
thenee shipped to the markets here and 
ac Colon. Later on we shall build rall- 
rvads, and in the far future there will 
probably be a rallway running from one 
end of Panama to the other. There is 
already talk of a railroad to the Chiri- 
qui region, but that wil] have to wait 
util our resources are sufficiently de- 
veloped to warrant ts donstruction. 
As it is now, there would not be enough 
passengers and freight to pay the oper- 
ating expenses of such a road.” 

Panama’s Resources. 

“What are your chief resources?’ 1 
asked. 

“We have many. We have a vast 
amount of mahogany timber and are ex-

‘Does Panama want outside money?’ 
"Yes," replied the president. ‘‘We are 
@lad to welcome both capital and men. 
We have public lands which can be 
leased In tracts of 5,000 hectares, or a 
little more than 12,000 acres. We are 
ready to rent them to responsible par- 
ties on very liberal terms." 

‘How about mines?” 

“Panama is rich in minerals. We have 
gold, silver, iron and probably copper. 
The country has not been carefully pros- 
pected, but we have several gold mines 
which are now in profitable operation. 
One of these is the Darien Gold Mining 
Company, which employs hundreds of 
miners. It is an English corporation. 
T understand that it pays good divi- 
dends."’ 

Panama and the United States. 

“What are the relations between your 
republic and the United States?’’ 

““*"We look upon the United States as 
Our great and good friend,” replied the 
president of Panama, ‘“‘and it is our hope 
that she will always continue to hold 
that position. She was largely the cause 
of our becoming independent and we 
feel that our future depends upon her. 
We are satisfied that she wil] put through 
the gigantic canal, and that with the 
flowing together of the Atlantic and the 
Pacific will come a great moving cara- 
van of ships from all over the world, 
making us the half-way station between 
the continents. This can not but im- 
prove our conditions. Indeed, it seems 
to me that no land upon earth has 
brighter prospects than ours.” 


Political Parties and Revolutions. 

“Have you political parties here?’ 

"Yes. indeed. But what republic has 
not. We have liberals and conservatives. 
We have men of different opinions. We 
have men in office, and-also men who 
are out of office and want to get in.” 

‘Do you expect to be troubled with 
revolutions in the future?’’ 

“No,” replied the presid@it. “Our trea- 
ty with the United -States will. prevent 
thet. Colombia has been torn up by rev- 
Olutions ever since she became independ- 
ent. This can not be true of Panama, 
for the United States will not permit ity 
even if we so destred. Our people thor- 
oughly understand that fact. Our prog- 
ress is to be upon the road of peace 
rather than that of war and bloodshed.” 

“Do you anticipate any trouble with 
Colombia?’ 

“No. You, as I have said, are our 
gféat and good friend. | do not think 
we will be further bothered by the moth- 
er country.”

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criginate, Mr. President? Some peovie 
think it was born in the United States 
and nursed by the United States gov- 
ernment?” 

“That is not so. It originated here. 
Our people felt that they could not en- 
dure the loss and delay entailed upon this 
country by the action of the Colombian 
government. We saw that we must act 
quickly if we would secure the canal, 
and we, therefore, decided to make 
ourselves independent of the mother 
country. Some of us went to the United 
States, and, although we did not see the 
president or any of his cabiget, we learn- 
cd enough to believe that your country 
would come to our assistance if we made 
our rebellion in the proper way against 
the outrages which were being perpe- 
trated upon us. We acted upon that 
supposition and have not been disap- 
pointed.” 

Panama’s Ten Million Dollars. 

“What are you doing with the $10,- 
000,000 which you received fron the 
United States?’’ 

“Some of it has gane into public works. 
We have already spent in the neigh- 
borhood of 3,000,000 ‘silver’ dollars in 
that way. We are improving our har- 
bors and will gradually make roads 
into the interior. Six million dollars 
of the remainder has been invested in 
real estate mortgages in New York city, 
and about $2,500,000 is now on call 
a low rate of interest. We 
receive only about 2 per cent on that, 
but we know we can get the money 
when we want it.” 


New Schools for Panama. 

‘What are you doing as to est&blishing 
schools and bettering your educational 
ccndition?’’ 

“We have already done much. Under 
the old form of government there were 
only 200 or 300 children attending the 
public sahools of this city. We have 
now 3,700 enrolled, and this number wii 
be doubled as soon as we have the school 
houses to accommodate them. We have 
sent abroad fifty young men and womcn 
who are being educated at the public ex- 
pense to serve ag officials and teachers. 
Some will have charge of schools, oth- 
ers are being fitted for engineers and 
others for other responsible positions,” 


The Trouble of a President. 

“How do you Iike being president of 
the youngest republic of the world, your 
excellency?’’ 

“TI can’t say that I like it,” replied Dr. 
Amador. ‘The life is a little too stren- 
uous for me. There are. so Many men 
who want things, and it is so often 
impossible to give men what they want, 
Our people cannot realize that the enor- 
mous sum we have received from the 
United States should not be sowed broad- 
cast over the country. Some of them 
think there ought to be offices for ail; 
and others bring forward impracticable 
schemes for the government to carry 
out. It may be easier after a time. The 
government will soon be thoroughly es- 
tablished and its- machinery will move 
upon well-oiled wheels. Just now we 
are chopping our republic out of tne 
woods and the whole organization has

“You have asked me how I like being 
president. I would say that I did not 
Want the position, and that I requested 
the people to take some other and bet- 
ter man.

[I have always been inter- 
ested In the political welfare of my coun- 
try; but I assure you I would rather 
practice medicine than politics, and | 
shall be giad, Indeed, when I am allowed 
to go back to my profession.’

Jacob Haas, president of the Atlanta 
Bagzage and Cab Company, upon béing 
shown the petition of the cabmen, stat- 
ed that there is no real issue between his 
men and the cabmen unless than ia 
his judgment the equipment of the Atlan- 
ta Baggage and Cab Company should 
present one. 

“The draft of the hack ordinance that 
was shown me by the city attorney,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘does not, in my judgment, pro- 
vide any change for short dlstances; 
on toe contrary, for two or more people 
the rates are less, both day and nigh:, 
than existing rates. 

“The Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany proposes to furnish the public a 
first-class service, as it did sixteen years 
ago when it withdrew from the hack 
business because it did not then pay. 
The company did not fail in business, 
as the article of the hack men seem to 
imply. 

“We do not desire to monopolize the 
business, neither do we view competi- 
tion with alarm. If the proposed city 
ordinance goes: into effect it will be en- 
forced without discrimination, neither 
wil] it prevent cabmen from charging 
less than the lawful rates, 

“Our company has a contract with the

“We, the Atlanta cabmen, who have 
been in the business for the past thirty 
years, and who have given satisfaction, 
we believe, agree with the present: rates 
established by city. ordinance, with the 
single exception that as the city has 
wideneg itS limits we think’ the ordi- 
nance should be amended so as to al- 
low us to charge 50 cents for very 
long hauls from Gne part of the city to 
arother, except from the railway sta- 
to the hotels, for which we are 
willing to charge only 25.cents day. or 
night. We think such a law would be 
right.

Some of us had one 
cab. and some had two, and since that 
time some of us have purchased a dozen 
or more .each, and the Money way made 
at the present scale of prices. 

“We think it would be an absolute 
wrong for our honorable mayor and 
gcneral council to raise the rates to 
what the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company now want to put on the citi- 
zens of Atlanta and the traveling pub- 
lic. We understand they say their rigs 
cost $900 each. We don’t think the city 
has anything to do with the company or 
the expense they go to in carrying out 
their contraet with the Atlanta Termt- 
ral Company.

PROMINENT LABOR MAN 
ANSWERS POST’S CARD 


DITOR CONSTITUTION: In re- 
F sponse to the article published in 
the newspapers generally 
signed C. W. Post, permit me to call] @t- 
tention to some very grave errors and 
misleading statements contained’ therein. 
The article is headed ‘Who is the 
Owner?’ and is directed to manufac- 
turers, socialists, workmen and anar- 
chists. In reality it is an attack on 
tnades unionists and trade unionism in 
general. I know The Constitution will 

give us space for reply. 

With the views of Mr. Post concern- 
ing socialists and anarchists .I have no 
quarrel, but I do resent the liberty he 
takes in classing trades unionists with 
socialists and anarchists. This is an er- 
ror common to many who have devoted 
but Httle study to the industrial problem, 
and Mr. Post by his ignorance of the 
question at issue and his exaggerated 
statements has justly earned the place of 
honor reserved for the gentleman who can 
most ably misrepresent the labor -move- 
ment and. paint it in colors of the dark- 
est hue. His effusivn 15 styled ‘ian analy- 
sis of ownership,’ but .to the man in 
search of facts it is about as satisfying 
as an empty ‘grape nuts’ package to a 
hungry goat—nothing in it. Beyond @ 
vigorous use. of abusive language, 4ar- 
raigning in picturesque tinade everything 
pertaining to organized labor, the dia- 
tribe is remarkable only for its silly 
similies, glittering generalities and fllogti- 
cal conclusions. 

To begin at the beginning, Mr. Post 
starts out with this chunk of Postum 
wisdom, ‘“‘physical labor does not create, 
it can only execute. Mind is the only 
creator.” Simple. isn't it? and “remark- 
able if true.’”’ Well let’s see about that 
Mr. Post. Webster's definition of the 
‘word “create” is not only to originate, 
but “to make, to produce.”’ If your the- 
ory is correct, then James Watt, who 
conceived the idea of the applicability of 
steam as motive power has created every 
steam” engine traveling steel rails today; 
notwithstanding that poor James has been 
dead and buried lo! these hundred years, 
he is still creating. Physical labor did 
not create even a throttle valve or a 
piston rod. Herr. Krupp, also deceased, 
is stil) creating 80 ton guns, regardless 
of the 6,000 skilled mechanics on the 
pay rolls of the works at Easen, Ger- 
many. However, perhaps Mr. Post is 
right, ‘“‘Labor creates nothing.” so I 
yield the point to him. But to the labor 
union, phase of the question. 

After picturing in touching language 
the steps by which a working man ac- 
quires and owns @ home, Mr. Post emits 
this glittering gem of intellectual ar- 
rogance, ‘‘Let no labor unian be impudent 
énough to order,a home owner as to 
when he shall open or close his home, 
how short’or how long he ‘may work in 
it, etc. The citizen and property owner 
has the right to add to his home with 
his own hands, no matter what the law 
of the carpentere®’ union be. He can 
paint his house, fix a water pipe, spade 
the garden, cook meals and wait on his 
own table, notwithstanding the fact that 
he breaks the laws of the painters, 
plumbers, gardners, cooks and waiters’ 
unions.” Ye gods and little fishes! Mr. 
Post, when did. you ever. see or hear of 
the laws or rules of any national union 
preventing any home owner from doing 
any or all of. the things herewith enumer- 
ated? Don’t you know that it is an in- 
sult to the intelligence of the public to 
expect them to belfeve such an asser- 
tion? and don’t. you know that sch ex- 
aggerated. statements do more to injure 
the organization struggling under ithe 
disadvantage of having to stand for such 
vaporings than anything else that could 
happen. to it? Take a day off, Mr. Post, 
next 4th of July. Have some good little 
school boy read you the constitution of 
the United States and you may then 
bave a clearer perception of the rights 
and privileges of an American citizen 
than you now appear to possess. — 
Again quoting from this Post mortem 
of the convention we find that “‘veyond 
question, the labor leaders are in favor 
of riot and violenae and that men are 
forced into joining iabor unions.” Un- 
fortunately for the historian of the manu- 
facturers, this brifliant piece of pre-di- 
gested information won't bear the light 
of investigation. Let me quote two men 
in rebuttal; both are of notional reputa- 
tion. This is the answer of the late Chief 
Arthur, of the Locomotive Engineers: ‘‘It 
is optional with a man whether he be- 
comes a2 member of our organization or 
not. We offer no incentive; we place no 


. obstacles. in his way. If. our record as 
aztion ts ee eattictont er Biman _ Bella— 


and

come a member thereof, then he remains 
out.”’ 

Chief Sargent. of the. Locomotive Fire- 
men, eays: “I have always counselled 
against strikes. When strikes are de- 
clared, the men should go home and 
stay there. Non-union men Should--not 
be forced into a ‘!abor organization any 
more than a man into a certain church. 
Converts by force are of no value.” 

The expressions of these two leaders 
eum up in a nutshell the sentiment of 
all real trade unionists. Bvery man 
who has at heart the welfare of his 
union and his country deplores the .vio- 
lence and disorder that so frequently 
marks the struggle for supremacy be- 
tween capita] and labor... But not all 
the crimes of this character can be truth- 
fully laid at the door of organized !a- 
bor. Mr. Ralph Easley, secretary to 
the Civic Federation, puts. the case 
Squarely on its merits when he says: 
“The history of the organization of-both 
capital and labor 1s a parallel of crime 
and mistakes."" Both are guilty and if 
Mr. Post had stated the cate fairly, 
he would have duplicated «the honest 
admission of Mr. Hasley. 

D. M. Parry is president of the or- 
ganization for which you speak. He is 
engaged in the manufacture of wagons 
and carriages in the ‘state of Indiana. 
The labor commisgioner for that state 
reports that the average wage paid to 
wagon and carriage workers in -that 
state for the year i904 is the munificent 
sum of $6.98 per week. In all fairness; 
Mr. Post, let me ask you, how much 
of this sum can the father of a family 
afford to spend educating his children <o 
that they may become desirable Ameri- 
can citizens of ‘the future?. How mucn 
would be left for the inevitable .rainy 
day, after the demands of the landlord, 
the butcher, and the baker have been 
met? How iong would it take a six- 
dollar-ninety-eight man to save from his 
earnings enough to buy one of the $1,200 
workman’s homes vou so fancifully pic- 
ture in your’ description of labor cor- 
ditions esurroundine your breakfast: food 
factory at Battle Creek, Mich.? 

Suppose, Mr. Post, that tomorrow these 
Wage -workers should: make a demand 
for better wages. What would then 
happen? If we are to. judge of the 
future by the past. there would arise 
a storm of protest from the Association 
of Manufacturers calling: the attention 
of the American people to this latest 
effort of labor to block the wheels of 
industry of this great republic, and 
there would emanace from your bureau 
of publicity another warning blast... di- 
recting attention to this dangerous band 
of socialists, and anarchists, in their 
endeavor to stifie the spirit of -Amer- 
ican ‘independence by unreasonable and 
lawlees demands for better. conditions, 
and at least $7 a week. 

If this fight should come, the labor 
unfons would be found ow the side of 
the wagon ‘workers, assisting them to 
obtain a price for their labor. séfficient 
to enable them to live as befits the po- 
sition of the skilled American. mechanic, 
protecting and providing for the wel- 
fare of himeelf and family, loyal to h‘s 
country, and a ‘useful. citizen .in his 
community, whilst you, my dear Mr 
Post, may still retain your privilege of 
standing aloof and denouncing the men 
themselves and all. who assist them, as 
a lawless band of cocialists and anarch-

The German government has establish- 
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The address to the public issued by 
the independent cabmen of Atlanta is 
not only highly interesting, but it is 
caleujated to have important bearing 
upon the action of the city council, 
which has béen asked by the company 
holding a monopoly of the transporta- 
tion to and from the new union depot 
to permit an increase of rates for 
hauling passengers. 

Briefly stated, the case is this: 

The Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany has a contract with the railroads 
under which all other cab and bag- 
gage wagon owners are excluded from 
doing business at the new union de- 
pot. Having secured that monopoly, 
the company has now gone to council 
with a request that the municipal 
ordinances be changed so as to permit 
it to increase its rates. 

The independent cab owners, many 
of them men driving the cabs they 
own, have issued an address to the 
public and the council in which they 
take the position that there is no call 
whatsoever for the increase in rates 
00\asked for by the monopoly. They say 
they have been in the business here 
in Atlanta for a long time and are 
perfectly satisfied with the present 
schedule of rates. They would, how- 
ever, very much like to have the op- 


60c | portunity to compete with the monop- 


oly in the business of carrying pas- 
sengers to and from the new depot, 
if by any means that privilege can be 
secured for them, 

In this natura] desire the public is 
very likely to sympathize. In accord- 
ance with the city ordinances and 
municipal inspection, the condition of 
these independent cabs is now kept 
up to a fixed standard. 

Whether there is any means of se- 
curing for them the privilege of com- 
petition at the new depot is a matter 
yet to be determined. But that the 
public has a vital interest in that por- 
tion of the statement of these inde- 
pendent cabmen relating to rates 
there can be no question. The show- 
ing made by these independents 
should certainly prove a strong influ- 
ence in shaping the action of. coun- 
cll. 

These men gay there is no call 
whatsoever for the increase proposed 
by th baggage and cab monopoly. 
When the rates suggested by the mo- 
nopoly are analyzed, the force of the 
contention of the independents is 
fully realized. Comparison with the 
rates charged by the Pennsylvania 
railroad for its most excellent cab 
service in New York, Washington, 
Philadelphia and other cities shows 
that the schedule proposed by this At- 
lanta monopoly ig very much higher. 
In those cities a Pennsylvania cab 
will make a trip, to or from the depot, 
anywhere within a radius of a mile 
and a half for 25 cents, and that 
whether one or two passengers are 
carried, For each additiona half mile 
there is an increase of 15 cents. The 
rates on such baggage as can be car- 
ried on the top of the cab, if a heavy 
four-wheeler, are proportionately low. 
In short, a thorough comparison 
shows that the rates proposed by the 
Atlanta Baggage and Cab monopoly 
are not only considerably higher than 
have ever before been charged here 
in Atlanta, but they are very consid- 
erably greater than is charged by the 
Pennsylvania for similar service in 
the largest cities of the country, 
where heavier charges than those in 
a city Atlanta’s size might reasonably 
be expected. 

So far as we can see, there is abso- 
lutely no reason for the city council 
to grant to this Baggage and Cab mo- 
nopoly the privilege to increase rates 
as it proposes. The independent cab- 
men show clearly that there is no oc- 
casion for the imposition of this addi- 
tional burden upon the public. The 
present ratgs are satisfactory to 
them. They say the rates are high 
enough to enable them to make a 
good return upon their investment 
and their labor. There can be no 
question about this being true. 

The Constitution had something to 
Bay yesterday about the evil practices 
of a hotel monopoly which has al- 
ready worked an injury to Atlanta. 
This Baggage and Cab monopoly is of 
a piece with that hotel monopoly. 
Strangely enough, it happens that in 
some degree the ownership of these 
two monopolies is in some respects 
one and the same.

that the Berrien grand jury recog- 
nized in the adoption of its resolu- 
tions consenting to the withdrawal of 
‘that part of the county of which 
Tifton is the center. 

And the new county, iike its county 
seat, could not be more appropriately 
named—for of all the factors that 
have eontributed so much te the mar- 
velous development of south Gorgia, 
none is more conspicuous than the 
name of Tift.

To the 
ministers and church people we say 
that their obligation, morally and re- 
ligiously, is second only to their alle- 
giance to their respective creeds; to 
the business men, we say that pressing 
as arethe civic and commercial issues 
and problems confronting them, the 
ones we have outlined are no less so; 
we must have MEN to face issues 
and problems, and the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is making them. 
From a commercial standpoint alone, 
the need is one which will permit no 
hesitation. _ 

If business and church men, all and 
singular, will take stock in what we 
have denominated this strongest and, 
most altruistic insurance organization 
of the day, they will have no cause to 
regret the investment.

abilities and resourcés: second, I did not 
feel disposed to even appear to dictate to 
the good people of Atlanta what they 
should do. However, since the question 
is up, and I believe not only that the 
institution fs one which is needed. but 
that the Christian and public-spirited citi- 
zens Of the city really want and are both 
Willing and able to sustain creditably, I 
may at least be permitted to give this 
indorsement, belleving as I do that I ex- 
press the sentiments of many, including 
numbers who are in position to render 
very practical aid.

Climate and Tuberculosis. 

Editor Constitution: The editorial in 
The Constitution of May 25, “Fresh 
Hope for the Consumptive,” comments 
on the plan of a Washington physician 
of carrying a ship load of consumptives 
to Greenland for the benefit of what ig 
alleged to be an ideal climate for thé 
relief of tuberculosis. 

That climate is a paramount factor in 
the cure of consumption is a theory that 
is not supported by fact. It has yet to 
be proven that consumption is more fa- 
vorably affected by a dry atmosphere 
than by a moist one, a cold climete than 
a warm one. Arrest and cure of plu- 
monary affections have been and are 
being effected in all varieties of Gli- 
mate, 

Some consumptives are advised to go 
to Denver, which has an altitude of 
6,000 feet with a aumidity of less than 
49 per cent; others are sent to San 
Diego, which is only 50 feet above the 
sea level and has an annual relative hu- 
midity of 75 per vent. The temperature 
range of Denver is from !05 F, to 29 F. 
below zero, of San Diego, 101 to 2 be- 
low the freezing point. 

That temperature ig not of the first 
importance, is shown by a comparison 
of the statistics of recovery at Saranac 
Lake, where the cold is often exceeéd- 
ingly intense with those obtained in the 
mild climate of south Georgia and Fior- 
ida. 

That dry air is rot essential, is es- 
tablished by the fact that the favor- 
able results secured by residence in the 
rather moist regions of the south are 
equal to those in tre dry. arid air of 
the southwest and the western plateéu. 

That rarefaction, again, is not essen- 
tial ig shown by the cures effected at 
San Diego which :s practically at the

Electrical Device Being Installed on 
Tllinois Central. 

Chicago, May 27.—The Tilinois Central 
railroad has begun to install an electrical 
interlocking device on 600 miles of the

Lent Roalder Fired On by 
Black Whom He Was 
Pursuing. 


HAS TUG LOST 
NAVAL BATTLES 


SL. Petersburg. Full of Rumors 
of Russian Victory. 


Tension Is Very Great, and Details 
of Decisive Engagement Hourly 
Expected — Some Believe 
That Rojestvensky Has 
Eluded Togo. 


Lent Roalder, inspector for the Geor- 
gia Railway and Blectric Company, was 
shot about I! o'clock last night by a 
negro he was pursuing up an alley in the 
rear of the HDquitable building. 

Roalder was on a car coming up Edge- 
wood avenue. Ags the car neared the 
alley the negro .rushed into the alley, 
Officer Born hot on the chase. The of- 
ficer yelled to the passengers in the car 
to pursue tne man. 

Roalder ordered the motorman to ap- 
ply the brakes and he and other pas- 
sengers alighted from the car and began 
the chase in the alley. 

Roalder is a young man, healthy and 
agile. He led in the pursuit, and was 
only a few yards in the rear of tne ne- 
gro when the latter turned. He stopped, 
shoved his hand in hig hip pocket, took 
a 32-calibre revolver out of it and fired. 
He then turned and kept up his flight. 

When tae negro took his revolver out 
of his pocket the pureuers did the same 
thing, and they sent a volley of shot at 
the rapidly disappearing figure. 

It was found that the negro’s aim was 
true, and Roalder had a bullet wound in 
his left snolder. It struck his collar 
pone and glanced. While painfully 
wounded, he was not in a serious condi- 
tion and unassisted he walked through 
the heart of the city to Starter Robin- 
son’s office, under the Elkin-Watson 
pharmacy, on Peachtree street. 

Roaid- 
er is 30 years of age.

St. Petersburg, May 27.—3:456 p. m.— 
There was great rejoicing here on receipt 
of the dispatch from Toklo announcing 
that Admiral Rojestvensky had been 
sighted off the Tsu islands, straits of Ko- 
rea. Many people believe Rojestvensky 
has already met and defeated Admiral 
Togo, while others hold that he has 
eluded the Japanese admiral and that 
it will be a stern chase for Viadivostok. 
The city, which is gaily decorated, is 
full of rumors of a Russian victory. 

Tension Is Very Great. 

The tension in naval circles is very 
great. News of the meeting of Russian 
and Japanese fleets is expected hourly. 
The dispatch from Tokio saying it was 
rumored that the fleets have already en- 
gaged in the straits of Korea aroused 
intense interest at the admiralty, but 
nothing confirmatory had been received 
there up to the time this dispatch was 
filed, The majority of The officers were 
inclined to doubt the accuracy of the 
Tokle report, believing that Rojestvensky 
with his fighting ships is heading north- 
ward for the eastern part of Japan, 

Others, on the contrary, consider it 
quite likely that Rojestvensky, after 
passing out into the Pacific, doubled back 
through the Luchu islands and will take 
the strai@iateg® course for Vladivostok. 
Rojestvensky, they point out, is a be- 
liever in strategy and mystification, and 
his cruise in the Pacific may have been 
not only to avoid the danger of mines 
and torpedo attacks in the shallow wa- 
ters of the straits of Formosa, but ta 
drive the Japanese into the belief that 
his objective was either the T#ugaru or 
LaPerouse straits, while in reality he 
changed his course and headed for the 
straits of Korea. As a matter of fact, 
Rojestvensky seems to have mystified 
his own admiralty as much as the Japa- 
nese. On fhe other hand, the appearance 
of Russian colliers and converted cruisers 
off Shanghai is taken as being confirm- 
atory of the theory that Rojestvensky's 
fighting divisfon headed back after cir- 
cling the island of Formosa and ohn the 
other hand the presence of colliers and 
converted cruisers off Shanghai is re- 
garded as a blind to confuse the Japa- 
nese. The orders sent to Japanese mer- 
chant vessels at Chefoo to await in- 
structions before sailing are considered to 
strengthen the former view ,indicating 
that Admiral Togo received information 
that Rojestvensky had altered his course 
and thereupon ordered all the Japanese 
merchantment to remain in port. 

No News To Offer. 

During the afternoon newspapers got 
out extras which were eagerly purchased 
by the holiday crowds in the parks and 
on the boulevards and the admiralty 
soon was besieged with inquiries for 
news, but the staff had none to offer. 
It was reiterated at 5 o'clock that the 
admiralty had received nothing beyond 
the news dispatches from Tokio, explain- 
ing that the staff here is now entirely 
dependent on the Japanese advices and 
can expect nothing from their own 
sources until Admiral Rojestvensky 
reaches Viadivostok. There was no con- 
cealment of the pleasure, however, with 
which the officers read the definite stafe- 
ment from Tokio that Rojestvensky was 
off Tsu islands. An officer of the staff 
said: 

“Rojestvensky thus far has shown him- 
self a master of naval strategy. If he 
has sucéeeded in leading Togo off on a 
false trail and has cleared the straits of 
Korea without loss from mines or tor- 
pedo attacks, he has done more than his 
most sanguine friends could have hoped 
for. If, on his arrival off Tsu islands, 
he proceeded into action, Rojestvensky 
must have been the victor, but personally 
I doubt whether Togo would accept bat- 


tle. 

Rojestvensky’s danger is by no means 
over. Togo rtay have withdrawn Into 
the sea of Japan ahead of Rojestvensky, 
in which case the Russian fleet has the 
enemy ahead and not astern. But with 
open water afl the way to Vladivostok 
his chances of reaching that port have 
greatly increased.” 


VESTIBULE LONG DELAYED. 


Through Train from Washington 
Reached City at Early Hour 
This Morning. 

As the result of an accident to a 
freight train a few miles north of 
Seneca, 8S. C., yesterday morning, the 
Southern vestibule from Washington, 
due in’ Atlanta at 3:56 o’’clock yester- 
day afternoon, was eeven hours late and 
did not reach the city until an early 

nour this morning. 

For a time the cause of delay was not 
known locally and it was feared taat a 
serious acgident had happened between 
here and Washington. Passenger train 
No. |! was over seven hours late and 
No. 97 was even later. 

The delay occurred at the bridge over 
the Seneca river in South Carolina.

AT BABY: FARW 


Three Deaths in’ Last Few-Days 
at Tenement at 17 Carley St 


Farm Is Run on Strict Business 
Basis—Mrs. Gobay States That 
May Is a Bad Month for 
Babies—Doctors Ap- 
prove It. 


Within a block of tae Home for the 
Friendless, just a few feet from a Igar- 
ing sign which proclaims than an inféc- 
tipus disease is in the vicinity, and with 
es obscuring the porch, has been dis- 
ats Oe a “baby farm.” 

That this is a baby farm goes without 
argument, Facts indisputable and the 
statement of one of the owners makes 
it so beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
The ‘farm’ is situated at !7 Corley 
avenue, between Highland avenue and 
Houston street. Running the ‘‘farm’’ 
are two women; a mother and her 
daughter, Mrs. Annie Gobay and Mrs. 
Emma Kitchen, both widows. 

The place has been in existence over 
two years, but only lately have the po- 
lice ‘been aware of the fact. It is run in 
an open way, and the women wao run it 
seem perfectly conscientious, and appar- 
ently think their business a perfectly 
legitimate one. 


Plan of Operation. 
For $3 a week they agree to nurse, 
nourish and otherwise care for all the 
babies put in their care, regardless of 
their age—they have to be infants—and 
the condition of their healta. 
Within the past few days three of the 
helpless little inmates have died, one 
trom jaundice and the others from chol- 
era infantum. A fourth one is in a dy- 
ing condition at Grady hospital. 
Tae women who run the “baby farm” 
say it js not unusual] that their charges 
have «ied, and assert that ali expired 
from natural causes. They gay that May 
is always a bad month for babies, and 
that .a large proportion of the babies 
put in thelr care are “ll and in a hope- 
less condition when they are received. 

They say that babies who are not aéd- 
mitted to the Home for the Friendless on 
account of having measles and like dis- 
eases are turned over to them by respon- 
sible parties, and: they care for them. 

Mrs. Gobay Does Not Talk. 

Just how many babies have been. placed 
there.in the two years in which the farm 
has been in existence could not be 
learned, as Mrs. Gobay; who was inter- 
viewed, refused to say and would make 
no estimate other than stating that for 
many weeks not a single charge was re-. 
ceived. 

The board of health records were ex- 
amined yesterday to ascertain tthe facts 
about the recent deaths at the “baby 
farm."” The infant of J. C. Johnson, 
whose address in unknown, died of jaun- 
dice there on May 23, after living exact- 
ly a@ month. The body was interred by 
Swift & Hall, undertakers, of Hunter 
street, and the certificate bears the name 
of Coroner Thompson. Mrs. Gobay says 
the infant was brought there by its fath- 
er, its mother having expired 

After an illness of three days, the in- 
fant of John May Langley died at the 
“farm” on May 22, one day before the 
previously mentioned one, after having 
lived exactly two months. H. M. Pat- 
terson was the undertaker, and Dr. W. 
A. Starnes signed the certificate. Mrs. 
Gobay says Dr. Starnes brvught the child 
there, and that he has recommended the 
“farm’’ very highly. 

“Farm” a Tenement House. 

The ‘‘farm” is a two-room tenement- 
appearing house, built like the houses in 
nearly all poor, districts of the large 
cities. It is bullt very low, only a foot 
or two from the ground, and the walls 
are bare and cannot well protect the in- 
mates from cold winds or the hot rays of 
the sun, 

To a Constitution reporter yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. Gobay, who is a woman 
at least 70 years old, bent with age, gave 
the history of the ‘‘farm”’ since its in 
ception over two years ago 

“My daughter, Mrs. Kitchens,” she 
sald, ‘‘is working today at the Home for 
the Friendléss. Her husband, W. W, 
Kitchens, was an engineer on the Sea- 
board Air Line railway, and was. well 
known in the railway world, 

“Mrs. Kitchens hag three children: the 
oldest of whom is a daughter, aged i7 
years. Jtst before the death of Mr. 
Kitchens, about two years ago, a child 
Was born to the couple. 

“About the same time an infant was 
brought To the Homa for the Friendless 
to be cared for. 1 forget who it was. 
Che mother had died and the father was 
ill. The lady who ran the home said the 
infant could not be cared for by the 
home, and suggested that my daughter 
care tor it, as it Was in need of mi.a. 

“My’ daughter inquired of her husband 
whetner to accept the Suggestion, and 
he told her to, Consequently, she took tre 
infant and for several weeks nourished 
it and then turned it over to the father. 

“Since then, nearly every time tie home 
could not accept an infant, it was turned 
over to my daughter, and she took it, 
charging $3 a week for the work. 
have no idea now many babies we have 
had, but we have always taken the best 
care of them possible. 

“While [| have helped my daughter, | 
really am not @lirectly connected with 
the business, as I let my cow support 
me. ‘tn.s in lot A Ona, * 
and we won't take the babies unteds we 
feel sure of the $3 a week. 

“You peceic act gs if there were some- 
thing wrong about the business, Of 
course, children die fnere, as they die 
everywhere. ‘This is a specially bad

MERRITT’S WARM REPLY 


TO CRITICS.OF THE SOUTH 


TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 
S W. B. MBRRITT recently received 

a copy of the Memorial day pamph- 
let issued by State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Alfred Bayliss, of Lll- 
nois, to the teachers and pupils of the 
common schools of ‘that state, in which 
appears a very much exaggerated account 
of prison life at Andersonville, Ga., con- 
tributed by one Corporal ivory H. Pike, 
of Company M, Sixteenth Illinois cay- 
alry. 

Commissioner Merritt 
the misstatements of fact contained in 
this pamphlet, and in reply has just 
written the following strong answer to 
Superintendent Bayliss: 

“Department of Education, State of Géor- 
gia, Atlanta, May 25, 1905. 

‘Hoon. Alfred Bayliss, State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Springfield, 
I}ls, 

‘Dear Sir: I have received your Memo. 
rial day pamphlet, circular No.. 72, to 
directors and tedchers of the common 
schools. On page No. 34 of this pamphlet 
intended for use in your schools you print 
a atatement about the Andersonville 
prison life from one Ivory H. Pike, Com- 
pany F, Sixty-elghth infantry, Corporal 
Company M, Sixteenth Illinois cavalry, 
past senior vice commander department of 
Illinois, Grand Army of the Republic, a 
former federal soldier and a prominent 
member 0? the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. Corporal Pike states that the 
prison conitained |I3 acres, when it really 
contained 22 acres at first and was en- 
larged til) it contained 27 acrea His 
figures (42,000) are incorrect as ‘to the 
number of federa!| soldiers who died in 
‘rebel prisons.” As a lesson in arithmetic 
and history you should: have your pupils 
divide his figures by 2 and add 1,570. 

“Corp@val \Pike states that the greatest 
number or prisoners died at Andersonville, 
where he was confined several months, It 
would be wo. Tor the children of Illinois 
and Georgia to know when these matters 
are brought to their attention, ‘that the 
death rate of confederates in federal pris- 
ons Was over |I2 per cent, while that of 
federals in confederate prisons was under 
9 per cert.’ The death rate of confed- 
erate prisoners in several federal prisons 
was as follows:

“The death rate of federal prisoners at 
Andersonville was 26 per cent. Dr. C. H. 
Tebault, a worthy succestsohr of Dr. Jo- 
seph Jones, surgeon genera] United Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association, made the 
following able and well authenticated 
statement of the policy of the confederate 
government in regard to the treatment of 
prisoners of war: ‘By an act of the con- 
federate congress, passed soon after the 
war was inavgurated, it was provided that 
prisoners of war should have the same 
rations in quantity and quality as confed. 
erate soldiers in the field. By act aft- 
erwards passed. all hospitals for sick and 
wounded prisoners were put upon the 
same footing with hospitals for sick and 
wounded confederates. This policy was 
never changed. There was no discrimi- 
nation in either particular between federa] 
prisoners and confederate soldiers.’ 


‘The eS ta: high bien of sceaieitahs 
that prevailed in the military prison at 
Rock Island, tIUlls., singled out that 
place as demanding the closest scrutiny. 
Individuals in private and public life 
and leading newspapers in Illingis and 
New York and elsewhere united in 
charging the commandant of the prison 
with inhumanity to the prisoners under 
his charge. There is no record that a 
military commission was appointed to 
investigate, but the following is a part 
of the commandant’s reply to his ac- 
cusers: 

** Headquarters Rock Island Barracks, 
Rock Island, Ilis.,. November 23, |1864.— 
* * © In the first place, instead of 
placing them in fine, comfortable bar- 
racks, with three large stoves in each 
and as much coal as they can burn, 
both day and night, I .would place them 
in a pen with no shelter but the heav- 
ens, as our poor men were at Ander- 
eonvilie. Instead of giving them the same 
qualitly and nearly the same quantity of 
provisions that the troops on duty re- 
ceive, I would give them, as near as 
possible, the same quantity and quality 
of provisions that the fiendish rebels 
give our men; and instead of a constant 
issue of clothing to them, I would let 
them jwear their Migs, as our poor men 
in the hands of tig, Sebel authorities are 


obliged to do. *

historical scraps and fragments, the 
whole truth of history requires, it seems 
to me, that you let your children know 
that the federal government broke the 
cartel for the exghange of prisoners and 
refused relief to the Andersonville pris- 
oners through exchange. Later the ¢con- 
federate government proposed an ex- 
change of the sick and wounded; this 
was refused. In August, 1864, the con- 
federate government proposed to send 
the sick and wounded soldiers without 
equivalent and asked the federal au- 
thorities to send steamships of trans- 
portation to Savannah to get their sick 
and wounded who were prisoners. That 
proposition was not answered until De- 
cember of 1864. The chief suffering at 
Andersonville was between August, |864, 
and December, 1864. The confederate 
government proposed to allow medicine 
which we did not heve to be sent by the 
federal government to the prisoners held 
in the south. The federal government re- 
fused this proposition even when it was 
stated that federal surgeons might come 
along with the supplies of medicine. 

‘J am pained when I think of the 
bhased and bitter thoughts planted in the 
minds of the chiidren of your state by 
you and Corporal Pike when he states 
that ‘Andersonville was repetition of 
the black hole of Calcutta’ and ‘that the 
English language fails to furnish words, 
tongue cannot tell, pen cannot describe, 
nor brush portray the sufferings of the 
union -prisoners.’ 

“If you will refer to the Congressional 
Record wand read the speech of Hon. 
Benjamin H. Hill, of Georgia, delivered 
in the house of representatives January 
11, 1876, on the generul amnesty bill, 
you will find some very wholesome his- 
torical facts which may be very profit- 
able reading for you and Corporal Pike, 
and will give the youth of your state a 


different and better view of our people 
than they will receive from the article 
which you have dignified by publishing 
in your memorial pamphiet.

Explosion Caused Kumors That Bomb 
Was Put Afloat in the River 
Because of Hostility to 
the Pennsylvania 

- Railroad. 


New York, May 27.—A mysterious ex- 
plosion.of dynamite, which blew out the 
windows of a pile driver near the new 
Pennsylvania bridge over the Hackensack 
river, in Jersey City, early today, was at 
first reported to the police as having 
destroyed the bridge, but was ascertained 
later to have done no damage to the 
structure. Two watchmen and three 
Pennsylvania railroad detectives who 


were on guard saw the flash of the ex- 


plosion, but could neither find any sus- 
picious person in the vicinity nor dis- 
cover what had exploded nor how it 
reached the bridge. 

The explosion caused the circulation of 
rumors that the railroad company had 
refused to allow a certain class of work- 
men to be employed on the bridge, and 
that thereupon were anonymous threats to 
blow up the bridge and the lives of some 
The knowledge 
of such letters was uenied at the offices 
of the Pennsylvania railroad in Jersey 


City today. The railroad officials deny

That 
the explosion was the result of a plot by 
disgruntled workmen was pronounced 
absurd. 

It is believed that a powerful explosive 
floated down the river on _ the tide, 
whether by design of some malicious per- 
son or by accident is unknown.

Concern That Was 
Plant Admits That the Commu- 
nity Is Opposed to Exten- 
sion of the Lease Now 
in Force. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 27.—After a con-| 


test lasting five days, the republican 
“organization,’’ led by Insurance Com- 
missioner Burham, was forced today by 
Public opposition and clamor to abanuon 
its efforts to extend the lease of the city 
gas works to the United Gas Improve- 
ment Company for seventy-five years. 
Thomas Dolan, president of the company, 
today forwarded a formal letter to the 
presidents of the select and common 
ranches of city councils, withdrawing 
his proposition to advance the city $25,- 
000,000 in consideration of tne extension 
of the lease which the company now 
holds. 
Victory for Mayor. 

The ‘withdrawal of the United Gas 
Company's offer is undoubtedly a signal 
victory for Mayor Weaver in his fight 
with the “‘organization,’’ thovgh it does 
mot mean the end of the battle. The 
injunction proceedings brought by David 
Bmyth, former director of public safety, 
and Peter ©. Costello, former director of 
public works, againgt Mayor Weaver and 
their successors, Colonel Sheldon Potter 
and A. Lincoln Acker, to restrain the 
mayor's appointees from conducting the 
affairs of ine two departments, is still 
to come up for argument, and the lead- 
era will make a determined effort to have 
the temporary injunction made perma- 
ment. The temporary injunction Issued 
by the common pleas court was rendered 
inoperative by a writ of supersedeas pro- 
cured by the mayor's counsel from the 
supreme court. Chief Justice Mitchell, of 
the higher court, has, however, sent the 
case back to the lowe rcourt for argu- 
ment, and the supersedeas is in effect 
only until the question of the injunction 
has been decided py that tribunal. 


| Pressure on Cgyuncilmen. 

Since last Tuesday, when the mayor 
caused the first sensation by ousting Di- 
| rectors Smyth and Costella and appoint- 

ing their successors, great preseure has 
been brought to bear upon the council- 
men by both sides, and the “organiza- 
tion’’ leaders have steadily maintained 
confidence in their ability to have the gas 
leuse passed over the mayor's veto, Pop- 
ular opposition became so pronounced, 
however, that one by one numbers of 
councils who originally voted for the 
lease began to show a disposition to ac- 
cede to the wishes of their constituents. 

It became evident that the leaders were 
losing control of councils, but they were 
Saved from putting their strength to the 
direct test when the United Gas Improve- 
ment Company withdrew its bid. 

Mr. Dolan's letter to councils states that 
the modifications to the original lease bill 
reducing the price of gas were not in 
accord with the offer of the company, but 
that they would have been accepted. 
Owing to the opposition on the part of 
the people, Mr. Dolan’s letter stated. 
the company was unwilling to enter into 
any contract with the city looking to any 
variation of its present lease. 

The mayor has agreed to the 
drawal.

SENATE'S CLASH 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Secretary Taft Discusses Hitch 
Over Arbitration Treaties, 


He Hopes That the Question May Be 
Reconsidered and That the Sen- 
ate Will Allow President 
Roosevelt To Do as 
He Pleases. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, May 27.—Differences 
between the president and the United 
States senate were discussed today by 
Secretary of War Taft. who was the 
speaker at the annual commencement of 
the Cincinnati Law school in this city. 
He chose for his subject the ‘Delegation 
of Delegated Power,’’ and in the course 
of the address discuesed at considerable 
length the differences of opinion which 
arose over the treaties to be referréd 
to The Hague tribunal, 

Senate and President. 


In the course of his address, he said: 

“Il come now to a very recent instance 
of an attempt to maintain such a dele- 
gation of power, which was defeated 
for the time, but with deference to the 
great lawyers who denied its validity, 
\I think, will ultimately come to be rec- 
ognized as permussible. The treaty- 
making power of the United States is 
committed to the president by and with 
the consent of the senate, two-thirds 
thereof concurring. The treaty-making 
power is, therefore, analagous to execu- 
tive power. It is a delegated power and 
the rule against the delegation of such 
delegated power is certainly as strong 
as against the delegation of legislative 
power. 

“This is expressly recognized in the 
decision of the supreme court in respect 
to the reelprocitv clause of the McKuin- 
ley bill. By a treaty with a number of 
powers,’ the United States agreed to 
the establishment of an international 
court at The Hague, before which might 
be submitted controversies and differ- 
ences between the contracting powers 
and this treaty referred to and contem- 
plated the making of general treaties of 
arbitration by each of the two con- 
tracting parties. 


Submitted to Senate. 

“These treaties were submitted to thé 
senate for confirmation, the senate con- 
tending that the special agreement pro 
vided in the second clause could not have 
any validity on the United States unless 
it was concurred in by the senate chang- 
ing the word ‘agreement’ to treaty, in 
order that this construction should no* 
be doubtful. The president regarded a 
treaty agreeing to arbitration if the par- 
ties could agree to arbitration as a mere 
agreement to agree, if agreement could 
be reached, and as making no succssful 
step toward general arbitration of differ- 
ences. The position of the president was 
that for the purpose of facilitating the 
settlement of international disputes, it 
was within the competence of the presi- 
dent and the senate, as the treaty mak- 
ing power, to agree with another nation, 
that all controversies within a certain 
defined class should be submitted to The 
Hague tribunal, and to provide that the 
president might, without further cur 
sulting the senate, by agreement with 
the representatives of the other power 
define clearly the matter in dispute, the 
scope of the powers of the arbitrators, 
the periods to be fixed for the formation 
of the arbitral tribunal and the safe 
stages of the procedure. | 

The Argument. — 

“The argument is that in order that 
the treaty-making power may be ef- 
ficiently used, and that when interna- 
tlonal controversies arise, they may he 
Speedily sent before a court without 
awaiting the slow process of confirma- 
tion by the senate. The president and 
the senate may after defining the clauses 
of controversies to be settled by ar- 
bitration and fixing the court before 
which such elasses of controversies are 
to be ‘settled, confer upon the executive 
the power to decide for the United 
States whether the controversy in ques- 
tion is within the class of controversies 
defined in the main treaty. 

“It is to be hoped that the question 
may be reexamined at some future ifme 
and that some method may be devised 
by which general arbitration treaties may 
be promptly applied to international d'f- 
ferences without having ‘to secure in each 
instance of their application the consen® 
of two-thirds of the senate.”

Montgomery, Ala., May 27.—<Special.) 
There is every reason to believe that my 
letter of last Monday wag pitched cor- 
rectly in tts indication that the Hon. 
Braxton B. Comer, president of the Ala- 
bama railroad commission, would be a 
candidate for the gubernatoria] nomina- 
tion ‘by the democrats next year. Since 
its publication a number have expressed 
the belief that the forecast was correst, 
and based on what may be regarded as 
a “safe tip.’ 

One of the strongest proofs of this is 
found in the reputed face that one of 
Mr, Comer’s good friends wrote him 4 
few days ago and asked what he in- 
tended to do in the premises. He was 
told, the story goes, in reply that in 
g00d time hig ‘‘friends’’ would be called 
together to discuss what was best, and 
that his actions would be governed by 
the decision of such: gathering. This is 
the way adopted when he entered the 
race for president of the commission, 
and it worked so well possible he is in- 
clined to follow it up, hoping that lhe 
good fortune will be along in due time 

Possible Combinations. 

An interesting possibility—I might say 
probability—of the campaign lies in the 
race for lieutenant governor. 
he has not gaid go, it is generally known 
that Wiliam H, Sanford, of Troy, son 
of the lamented governor, is running al- 
ready. Henry B. Gray, banker and 
aforetime newspaper men of Birming- 
ham, has been an avowed candidate for 
some time. He Delleves that if one wants 
something the best way to do is to g0 
out after it, and the sooner the peor) 
know it the better. Mr. Gray is from 
the same county that Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Cunningham is, and will have to 
make some alliances of strength outside 
of those controlled by the said lieuten- 
ant governor. It is, therefore, not oat 
all improbable that if Mr. Comer gets 
into the fight Mr. Gray will allign him- 
self with the great rate reduction advo. 
cate and his following. It is under- 
stood that In politics Mr. Gray has some- 
what of a leaning to the Comer plan, 
which would make it no hard matter for 
him to be comfortable in his band 
wagon. Of course, this idea is specula- 
tion, and may never work out, but no 
one will deny that it has logic in it. 

The Other Side. 

I fthis were to happen the next ques- 
tion would be would Cunningham and 
Samford get together. The genera] im. 
pression is that while they might to 
scme extent be forced to a close work- 
ing alliance if the otfer agreement 
should prevail, still it is so well-known 
where Cunningham stands on the raise 
question that to make any agreement 
looking to “lecating’’ him would be use- 
Ic es. 

Samford could not help him one whit 
with the railroad rate reduction people, 
if he could in some others, and ag the 
issue would be tightly drawn on this 
question were Comer and Cunningham 
both in the runninf, ald outeide that 
baliwick would be of Ifttle real value. 

There is another interesting story go- 
ing the rounds, and that is that Samford 
may not make the race for lieutenant 
governor after all, but have a try at 
the place of congressman from the sec- 
ond district, now held by Congreasman 
Wiley. It is well known that he has 
been urged by some to fun for this 
place, but just how much strength that 
urging represénted is problematical.

Bankhead’s Status. 

Another mooted question has been set- 
tled by the announcement made by that 
gentleman himself, that Congressman 
John H. Bankhead had not said or au- 
thorized any one else to say that he 
would not be a candidate for reelection 
to the post he now holds. For several 
weeks it has been talked around that 
Bankhead would retire after his present 
term and let some other man run for the 
honors he has held so long. Desirigg to 
know if this was so, I wired Colonel 
Bankhead in Washington, receiving af 
once the following reply: “No one is 
authorized to say that I will not be a 
candidate for congress in the sixth dis- 
trict.”’ Captain R. P. Hobsdn is work- 
ing to get himself in the way of the 
nomination next year, and is making a 
quiet but very careful canvass, allowing 
just enough to get into the papers about 
it to keep the public mind in a state of 
certainty as to his intentions. He will 
run; that is a fact, 

Hobson’s Handicap. 

Two things will operate against the 
young naval man in his next race other 
than what may be thought of his theo- 
ries about a monster navy. These are 
his remark about Mr. Bryan at the last 
national convention in 8t. Louis and his 
attempt to have Mr. Heflin, the demo- 
cratic nominee for congress in the fifth, 
come down in favor of the republican 
candidate.

Four Towns Are Reported to 
be Badly Damaged 


Every House in Platter Is Reported 
in Ruins—Wires Are All Down 
and Only Meager Advices 
Are Procurable at 
Present.

The other towns named suffered 
injuries, but the force of the storm was 
spent when they were reached,

land tracks are washed out, and the 
large steel bridge recently built by the 
government, near Mountain View, is in 
danger of ying.

Many houses and barns were struck 
by lightning, and the Bonebrake-Rai!s- 
back hardware store at Mountain View 
was damaged to the extent of $10,009, 
Hundreds of acres of crops have been 
aestroyed.

LOR CHIEFS ENGAGE 
QUARRELS OF THEI,

There Were NWumeroys Small Riots, 
but No One Was Fatally Hurt. 
It Is Admitted That Strike 
Has Reached a Criti- 

seer 


Chicago, May 27.—An armed force of 
7,500 men, police and deputy sheriffs, 
said to be almost as large as the en- 
tire national guard of Illinois, was in 
command of the teamsters’ strike sil- 
uation today. A call for troops scemed 
to be increasingly distant. In the 
lumber district, according to Secretary 
BE. &. Hooper, of the Lumbermer.'s As- 
sociation, 190 non-union teamsters were 
at work and 200 experienced /amber 
teamsters engaged in Duluth and Min- 
neapolis, will be added to the force by 
Monday morning. : 

Chief of Police O'Neill stopped hir- 
iag extra policemen today, and num- 
vers of colored men who swarmed into 
his office to be sworn in were turned 
away. Formal complaint against the 
swearing in of colored men as police 
was made by Attorney Sinclair, of the 
Employers Teaming Company, the 
grounds taken being that the use of 
negro policemen as guards for wagons 
would tend to incite violence. 

Numerous Small Riots. 

While numerous small riots were in 
progress both in the down town streets 
and in the lumber districts, the leaders 
of the teamsters’ strike and the officials 
of the building trades were engaged in 
quarrels of their own. 

The action of the building trades lar’ 
night in withdrawing from the teamsters 


their financial and mora] support an- 
gered the teamsters and they lost no 
time today in calling upon the repre- 
sentatives of the building trades and de- 
manding to know what they meant »y 
“going back” on the teamsters in the 
thick of the fight. It was made plain 
to the teamsters that in the opinion of 
the building trades they had overstepped 
their jurisdiction In causing members 
of their union to do constructive work 
The principal cause of complaint was 
that teamsters employed.in handling 
safes and vaults had placed them tin 
buildings. This part of the work, the 
building trades contend, belongs to them 
President Shea, of the teamsters’ union, 
declared that he would order out every 
safe mover and machinery rigger in the 
city by Monday, morning, and stop work 
on all buildings where the members of 
the building trades are employed. No 
attention was paid to this threat by 
the building trades representatives and 
finally a committee composed of Michael 
Casey, of San Francisco; John Sher'- 
dan, of Chicago, and Edward Gould, all 
members of the executive council of the 
teamsters, was appointed to confer with 
the building trads over the matter of ju- 
risdiction. No time was specified for 
the meeting. 
Efforts To Settle. 

Several new efforts were made during 
the day to settle the strike, but .one 
of them amounted to anything. The Chi. 
cago Team Owners’ Association made 
another effort to Iinduge the teamsters to 
arbitrate the question of delivering goods 
to boycotted houses. The Chicago Ma- 
sons and Buildings’ Association offered 
its services to arbitrate all things con- 
nected with the strike. The offer was 
accepted by the teamsters and aknow!l. 
edeged by the employers as all other 
similar propositions have been madc— 
with the declaration that there was 
nothing in the strike that admitted of 
afbitration. The labor leaders made 
another effort to induce Vice President 
Fairbanks to use his good offices in set- 
tling the strike, and a number of the 


members of the Team Ownes’ Association 


joined them in the move. They werp 
informed by the secretary of the vire 
president, however, that he could nor 
undertake to interfere in the strike. 
Levy Mayer, attorneys for the employ- 
ers’ association, and James B. Barry, 
business agent for the éxpress drivers’ 
union, both left Chicago for the east 
today. Neither man would state that 
object of his journey. It was reported 
that Mr. Mayer was to confer with the 
officials of the express companies in 17 
effort to induce them to modify their 
stand against the reemployment of the'r 
striking drivers, but he denied this and 
declared that he knew that the compa- 
nies would not recede from the position 
they had taken. It was said of Mr. 
Barry’s Object in going to New York 
that he was planning to call out the ex 
press drivers in other cities in a sympa- 
thetic strike unless the Chicago drivers 
are reinstated. President Mulligan, of 
the express drivers, said: 

“Tl would not care to talk about the 
report. I have-~heard of such a thing 
as an effort to call out driver in other 
cities. I understand that the drivers are 


well organized in Boston, but I do not 
know what is the situation in New 


York.”’ 

: Critical Stage. 

The general apinion regarding the visit 
of Mr. Barry is, however, that he has 
gone east, not so much for the purpose 
of arranging sympathetic strikés as w'th 
the object of securing financial aid for 
his men. 

It is admitted by the labor leaders that 
a critical stage in the strike is at hand. 
Charles Dold, president of the Chicag» 
Federation of said this af-er- 
noon: 

“Organized labor has regeped the dan- 
ger point in this strike. do not mean 
that the strike must be called off. but 
that. for the sake of the unions, as 
well as for the sake of the business in- 
terests of Chicago, it should come to

Subject Discussed at Louis- 
ville by President tliot 


He Thinks That Education Will 
Eventually Solve the Problem: 
Pays Tribute to Progress 
of the South Along 
Educational Lines. 


/ 


Ioulsville, Ky. May 27.—President 
Charles W. Eliot; of Harvard, was the 
guest here todag of the Associated Har- 
vard Clubs in annual convention, 

In an address President Eliot sketched 
the history of Harvard and other col- 
leges and commended the work they had 
done and were doing. He said: 

“Ig not education the main hope of 
our country? Is not the most important 
problem for every section of our country 
| what the education of the rising eng 2 
tion is to be? We feel it so in Mass 
‘chusetts today, exactly as the Puritans 
| did in 1643. We feel it the more per- 
jhaps because strange races and strange 
lreligions to the puritan have invaded 
| Massachusetts. We have three Catholl: 
‘races in Massachusetts, the Irish, the 
| 
| 


Italian, the French-Canadian, and soon, 
if not already, they will constitute the 
majority. of the people in Massachuse*ts. 
It is not the south alone, ladies and gen- 
'tlemen, which has a race problem before 
‘it; and the one means of dealing with 
ithe race problem is the same in Massa- 
; Chusetts or in Kentucky or in Louisiana— 
the one means is education, (Applause.) 


Education in South. 

“How sacred, how holy is the funcion 
of the American schools and colleges. 
'I say, without the slightest exaggeration, 
that the whole hope far republican In- 
| stitutfons in education. 

“But we are making go0Od progress in 
the work of education in our country; 
nowhere has more striking progress been 
made during the last twenty years than 
iin the southern states. [t is a marvel, 
| what has already been accomplished. The 
| people of the north have had.no problem 
so difficult as thet which is presents 
to the southern states—I mean no educa 
|} tional problem go difficult. We believe 
at the north just as much as you do ir 
the south, in the separation of the two 
'races that divide the south between. We 
‘believe, however, that the very fact ofr 
separation demonstrates that both races 
enjoy the amplest opportunities of edu- 
cation. I think that is the sum and 
substance of the northern belief about 
the southern problem. It is a question 
for generations, working always through 


is 
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public and private education. 


Harvard and the South. 
therefore, a singular pieasure 
come here to the edge of the 
bearing an expresion of the pto- 
founc sympathy and interest of Har- 
vard university, and ail northern insti- 
tutions of learning, in the tremendous 
educational probiem of the south. We 
iook forward to the future, however, 
with a confident hope. Educaticn tells 
also on the whole industrial problem. 
The industrial problem is mainly one of 
good will. The solution of all the con- 
tests, of all the disturbances of indus- 
trial peace, is to be found tin the one 
word, ‘Good will.’ 

“There is something different from love 
im this good will. It is impossible for 
| us to love some people. It is i:mpossi- 
ble for us to love a striker crushing the 
| fingers of a scab‘on the stone pavement 
'with a brick. It is imposible for us to 
| love the capitalistic monopolist seizing 


| upon the entire supply of a necesity of 
| life in order that he may raise its price 
'to everybody. We can not love either 
|, of those men. We are told to love our 
| enemies and sometimes we can, because 
we feel a sort of respect for a stout 
cpponent, but we can not love a mean, 
cowardly, grasping creature.”’ (Ap- 
p-ause.)

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MANY ELECTRIC RAILWAYS 
WILL CENTER IN ATLANTA 
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TLANTA 1s fast coming the great 
A electric rallway center of the south, 

as it has long been the center of 
the great steam railroad systems whikh 
traverse the Atlantic and gulf states. 

In an electric railway sense, Atlanta 
will become to the south what Indian- 
apolis is to the middle west, 
trolley lines capitalized at: millions and 
radiating in ali. directions, covering a 
vast territory within which to accomo- 
date a certain class of the traveling public 
to far better advantage than the steam 
roads can do. 

The accompanying map illustrates, 
though in part only, the development of 
the next few years that is promised the 
territory surrounding Atlanta, and the 
assurance is given that what Is to be 
done in the immediate future will be ac- 
complished. far more speedily than what 
has already been done in the past. 

Comparatively a new project is that to 
build a new trolley line from Atlanta to 
Gainesville, yet the projectors have been 
guietly at work on this matter long 
enough to have made two or three pre- 
liminary surveys. At a recent meeting 
of those interested in this project, it is 
stated, the engineers employed were ir- 
structed to make a final survey of the 
roadway amd to secure the rights of way. 
The Atlanta-Gainesville electric line has 
developed to an extent, therefore, which 
makes it now a practical certainty. 

One of ‘the projectors of the Atlanta- 
Gainesville line was in the city yester- 
day on business, and stated there was 
practically no doubt about work begin- 
ning on this line within a short time, 
This line will traverse a rich section, one 
fairly well populated, and will prove of 
great value not alone to Atlanta, but to 
the territory which it covers. At Gaines- 
ville it will connect with the line now 
being constructed from Gainesville to 
Dahlonega, thus giving Dahlonega a 4di- 
rect rajl connection with Atlanta. 

Atlanta is promised in the near future 
six long distance trolley lines, connecting 
with important points within the state, 
and even teyond its borders. The very 
next line to the Atlanta-Gainesville line 
coming south will be the line from Atlanta 
to Anderson, 8. C. This line has al- 
ready reached the stage of practical cer- 
tainty. Two or three surveys have been 
made, and a large amount of the capital 
has been raised preparatory to build- 
ing. 

Next comes the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company's line to Stone Mountain 
and perhaps beyond. This company al- 
ready reaches Decatur, and the projected 
extension to Stone Mountain, itis be- 
lieved, will soon take tangible shape. 

The Constitution recently gave a full 
aceount of the projected trolley line to 
Macon, which is backed by a number 
of western capitalists, the route for which 
is now beiug-surveyed. Next to the An- 
derson, 8S. C., line this will be the longest 
electric railway running out of Atlanta. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany already has its tine to College Park, 
an extension of which to Hapeville and 
perhaps Jonesboro is one of the plans of 
the near future, and the same company 
has recently completed its .new line to 
Marietta... and will have it In operation 
within the next week Or two. <A com- 
pany has been formed with a view to 
building an electric line from Cartersville 
tu Marietta. where connection will be 
established with the line of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, thus giv-

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REMEDY 
~ ‘Success Attacks Have Been 
~ Made Upon Recorder's Court, 


' Prisoners Who Have Been Sentenced 
to Chaingang Have Gained Free- 
dom by Appeal to Federal 
Courts—Trial by Jury 
Too Expensive. 


There is a danger which threatens the 
administration of municipal justice in 
Georgia to which the attention of the 
coming legislature will be called in the 
hope that a remedy may be found which 
will prove less burdensome and expensive 
than a provision for iury trials in may- 


ors’ and recorders’ courts. 

The manner in which several offenders 
@gainst the city ordinances of Macon! 
have been discharged from chaingang 
gervice by Judge Fmory Sneer, of the 
United States court, after hearing upon 
writs of habeas corpus. js familiar his- 
tory. The principte upon which these 
munfcipal offenders have ‘been freed 
from chaingang service imposed by the 
recorder, is one which would apply 
equal force in the case of any city pris- 
oner in the state, sentenced to similar 
service for a violation of some city or- 
dinance. It may be inyoked at any time 
by any offender against a city ordinance 
with the same hope of success in secul- 
ing his freédom. 

In other words. the situation hinges 
upon two provisions of the constitution 
‘@¢ the UniteG States, one providing thut 
in all ¢fimiinal prosecutions the accused 
ahail enjoy the right to a speedy and 
public trial, by an impartial jury of the 
state and district wherein the crime shall 
hate been committed, etc., and the other 
prohibiting the enforcement of invol- 
untary servitude except as a_ punisk- 
‘ment for crime after legal conviction. 

Two Horns of a Dilemma. 

The dilemma in which municipal gov- 
ernments find themselves as the result 
of a strict construction of these con- 
atitutfonal provisions, is readily 
apparent. if the violation of 
a city ordinance is a crime, then 
under the constitution, the accused is 
entitied to a trial by jury, and any 
gentence to hard labor by jury, and any 
a jury trial. is held to be a denial to the 
defendant of his rights under the law. 
On the other hand,.if it is held that the 
violation of a city ordinance is not a 
crime, but merely a breach of good 
order or public discipline, then a sen- 
tence to hard labor is held to be the 
enforcement of a state of involuntary | 
serviture amounting to peonage, whici | 
is forbidden by the constitution of the 
United States. So it will appear that | 
whithever horn of the dilemma the mu-| 
~» Dicipal government may take, under the) 
~ Figings of Judge Speer it runs afoul of | 

he“¢ederal constitution. 

Theré ‘fa, nothing in the law to prohibit 
a jail sentence for such violators of city 
ordinances, but owing to the large e¢x-| 
pense that would be involved, that is out} 
of the question. 

Jury Trials Expensive. 

“he situation might be remedied also 
by the passage of amendments ‘to the 
charters of all incorporated cities and 
towns, providing for jury trials in may- 
ors’ and recorders’ courts, but that 
would prove almost, if not quite, as 
expensive as the confinement of offend- 
ers against city ordinances in a public 
jail. 

It will readily be seen that here is a 
frave apd important question of public 
policy and expediency. What will the 
citics and towns of the state do to 
protect themselves in the matter of 
upholding their public laws and ordi- 
ranees, and at the same time avoid en- 
tailing a heavy and unreasonable ex- 
pense upon their taxpayers? 

Tt is a question for the careful and 
errnest considpration of the _ Iegisla- 
ture. It has been suggested that pro- 
visfon. be made for the trial of such of- 
fenders. before a “‘short’’ jury in a justice 
court, but the advisability of this solu- 
tien of the matter is considered doubt- 
ful. 

May Go to U. S. Supreme Court. 
The city authorities of Macon have 
had under consideration the question of 
taking. an appeal from the decision of 
gudge Speer, in one of these habeas cor- 
pug cases, and securing a final decision 
in the matter from the supreme court 
of the United States, in the hope, no 
Goubt, that that tribunal would give a 
ciecision favorable to the municipal gov- 
ernments of the state largely on the 
ground of public policy. But, on the 
Other hand, an adverse decision from 
that court might lead to still more ac- 
tivity on the part of municipal offend- 
ers in appealing to the federal courts 
fer the purpose of securing their free- 
acm. 
tThe Macon authorities have written 
Governor Terrell regarding the matter 
of appealing to the United States su- 
preme court with a view ito enlisting the 
aid of the state in the contest, and a 
cimference regarding the matter will 
probably be held between Bacon's city 
attorney and the governor within a few 
days. While the matter is not regardé- 
c# as one in which the state as such 
is required to take an active part, it 
is rossible that some plan by which 
staic aid could be given to such an ap- 
pea:, might be found on the ground of 
public expediency, in that so many large 
and important communities of the state 
are directly affected.

“We belleve the practicability of this 
plan will be clear to every one,’ said 
Mr, Collier, in conclusion. “It will cer- 
tainly put a new face on life for many 
a hard pressed woman and family. It 
is only one of several policies which 
the associated charities is now working 
to rut on foot, but it is one of the most 
needful and most promising. We are 
anzious to hear right away from every

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BY ASSOCIATED CHARITIES 


By Isma Dooly. 


T te gratifying to note that although 

Organized but a short time, Atlanta's 

mew institution, the Associated Chari- 
vties, ig already. ameliorating the condi- 
Gions of the poor in different parts of 
the city, and through systematic investi- 
@ation, finding out those people who, if 
helped, are desirous of ‘helping them- 
selves. 

Through the different committees these 
investigations are being made in many 
directions and members of the associa- 
tion familiarizing themselves with the 
people of the city in all sections—their 
needs and their modes of living. 

A feature of the work being accomplish- 
ed was demonstrated this week when, in 
Fesponge to two articles in the Woman's 
Department of The Constitution suggest- 
ing the necessity of trained women to do 
Plain and expert handiwork, the secretary 
© fthe Associated Charities staté that ac- 
tive steps were being taken fn this direc- 
tion by the association. 

The articles in The Constitution 
potnted out the facts that the large 
dressmaking establishments in the city 
were hampered in the progress of their 
business for lack of trained labor, that 
many young women applied for work, 
but when employed were found ineffi- 


cient and in amny cases indifferent; that: 


individuals needing assistance and work- 
ing at home were willing to employ and 
train those inefficient, but met with no 
-@nmcouragement, and that there was an 
@pparent lack of appreciation on the 
part of young women wage earners as 
te the dignity of needle work as an oc- 
Gupation. 

The fact was. discussed, too, that while 
each day people were brought face to 
face with the gituation of ..e many 
young women seeking employment, but 
e060 many of them untrained, a large con- 
tingent of Atlanta women claimed they 
bad sewing to be done, but could find 
me one to do it. Incidents were cited 
proving these conditions to exist, and fhe 
@uggestion made that initiative steps 
ghould be taken in the establishment of 
@ training school along the lines of needle 
work and simfar industries. 

“This suggestion is in line with a 
work we have inaugurated,” said Mr. 
John Collier, secretary of the Associated 
Charifies, “for one of the primary ob- 
jeets of the organization is to put em- 

within the reach of every per- 
gon in any degree able, and to combine 
with this employment industrial train- 
ing. 


“In vegard to unemployment on the 

ap ef Atianta’s young women we have 
face three distinct conditions: 
“First, 


and giving poor satisfaction in clerfeal 
positions, which hold no possible future 
for them, and worst of all, are slowly 
breaking down physically under the 
strain. Can these women be shifted over 
into occupations which would pay better 
and be positively beneficial physically, 
and how can they support themselves 
while gaining the proficiency in these 
new lines? 

“Second, when we turn to the various 
hand industries, notably needle work, 
we find many women unemployed and 
a great many who are unable to gain 
a living commission or wage. Yet there 
is a steady demand on the part both of 
establishment and individuals for the 
products of the needle and loom—a de- 
mand which far exceeds the supply and 
which becomes positively frantic at cer- 
tain seasons of the year. This demand 
would ingure a good wage to competent 
workers, but not one worker in four is 
competent. 

‘“Mhird, There is neither organization 
nor cooperation in these women’s in- 
dustries, and there is practically no 
agency to insure that the demand and 
the supply with find each other out. 
The consequence is an unnecessarily low 
standard, both of work and wage. 

‘In other wards,’’ continued Mr. Col- 
lier, “‘there are three great heeds: 
Training, coupled with a living wage, 
to be paid from the very beginning; 
an adequate exchange for the disposal 
of such articles as are saleable. and a 
thoroughgoing employment agency for 
placing such women as have been tested 
or trained and found efficient. ; 

"The associated charities proposes to 
meet each of these needs, and we be- 
lieve that with the proper cooperation 
they can be met on an entirely self- 
supporting basis. It will be of inestima- 
blo help, especially to those women 
who are broken. destitute or discour- 
aged, but it will not be confined to 
these; as a commercial proposition, and 
because the associated charities means 
io strike deeper than mere acute dis- 
tress, it must be open to all.” 

The plan of the associated charities is 
to establish industrial centers as sdon 
as pceesible in three or more carefully 
chosen localities about the city. These 
centers will be combined wherever pos- 
sible with some other activity that has 
gotten itself grounded, as, for example, 
the free kindergartens, the Young Wom- 
an’s Christian Association, and the so- 
cial settlements, all three of which are 
doing a splendid, far-reaching work. 
At these centers, work combined with 
instruction and a living Wage, wil) be 
given to every unemployed

Any nice woman can 
get sewing by the day here, and be 
paid $2 a day for &, and furnished with 
her lunch and her carfare, and in many 
instances she can get engagements for 
a4 month at a time and stay in the 
house of her employers.and be supplied 
with her dafly living, as well as ber 
daliy salary in money. 

I have never heard such outcries for 
seamstresses to work by the day 1s I've 
beard in New York this spring. 

The present fashions are such as to 
demand hand-sewing and home-sewing. 

This is a dainty era—an age of frills 
and furbelows and fine embroidery, of 
lace insertions and hemstitching and 
hand tucke- 

Most women who have any sort of np- 
bringing know how to sew and embroid- 
er by hand, and with the help of a 
clever girl who can cut and fit and 
sew rapidly on the machine, these women 
prefer to do the simpler frocks and 
things for thelr summer wardrobes, 
rather than to have ithem done ®uiside 
or to get them ready-made. 

But to get a seamstress! 

There's the pull. 

I’ve seen dozens of people during the 
last month interviewing these busy 
women who sew by the day, only to 
find that they could get the promise 
of one or two days before midsummer. 

These seamstresses tell me that they 
in demand, so engaged 
nheag for each season that they never 
can give a whole work to any one cus- 
tomer. 

Every friend I have is asking me: 

‘Please, can you get me a seamstress? 
Can you give me the address of one 
who can sew well and will come to the 
house for a week?” 

There are three married women, all 
sisters, living beside eaxh other up- 
town, and these women do all their 
scwing at home, and they tell me that 
this year it has been impossibie for 
them to get anybody to come’and stay 
with them and work by the day. They. 
say they could have kept a seamstress 
employed steadily and have boarded 
her and paid her $2 a day for three 
months straight along. 

They are perfectly lovely women, all 
three of them, and she would be a 
most difficult seamstress, indeed, who 
would not like to be employed by them. 
Their lack of some one to fill the de- 
mand is, therefore, not 
but fis simply because women are crowd- 
ing other employments and letting gen- 
eral sewing alone. 

To make dainty dresses out and out, 
to xnow how to fit them, and trim 
them, is one of the very best accom- 
puishments any woman who wants to 
earn her living by her hands can have 
just now.

One summer, I remember, a beautiful 
Atlanta woman, who always had a 
quantity of white summer gowns 
bought upon , the’ enthusiastic de- 
scription of a friend in New York, a 
hand-made French organdie trimmed with 
thread |ace. 

The New York woman wrote that the 
dress was the most beautiful one shown 
that season, and her southern friend must 
get it. 

When the frock came and was lifted out 
of its box the Atlanta woman was crest- 
fallen. It was a very sweet and dainty 
gown, all exquisitely hand-made, but it 
was not half so elaborate or artistic in 
design as some half-dozen white hand- 
made -dresses trimmed with thread lace 
and more of it that the Atlanta woman's 
seamstress had made in her own city. 

There are many exquisite ready-made 
things in the New York shops and they 
are cheaper, too, than the things of the 
game quality one buys and ‘has made, 
but ready-made muslin gowns have never 
reached a high degree of excellence here. 

In attractive windows of good shops the 
musiins are not worth buying on close 
examination. A lawn frock for a girl 
advertised at $15 will be skimpily made 
of inferior material and invariably trim- 
med with poor lace. The lace is always 
off on ready-made muslins except those 
of prodigious price.

Brenau College Summer School Re-

Gainesville, Ga., May 25, 1905.—At the 
close of commencement exercises on last 
Tuesday, Presidents Van Hoose and Pearce 
announced that the Summer Schwo] of 
Brenau Conservatory had received sub- 
Stantial aid in the way of a loan fund 
for young ladies wishing to perfect them- 
Sse¢iveés in music or vratory, and thal the 
fund would become immediately availa- 
bie. The party who donated the fund to 
Brenau made it a part of~the gift that 
no names be mentioned in connection 
with the gift, but citizens of Gainesville 
have, as they think, a very correct idea 
as to who has made it posgible for Brenau 
to offer to twelve young women a suffi- 
cient fund to pay half thefr expenses dur- 
ing the summer session of the conserva- 
tory. Presidents Van Hoose and Pearce 
are very reticent upon the subject, and 
will not say more than to announce that 
a fund has been placed at their disposal 
whereby they are able to Offer to twelve 
young women, wishing to take the sum- 
mér course at Brenau, sufficient funds 
to pay one-half their expenses, cluding 
board and tuition, and that loans will be 
made in order of application, all other 
things being equal.

The arts and crafts committees have 
been instrumental] in exciting an interest 
in this beautiful industry throughput 
our entire state, It is at work in our 
rural schools; also, in the normal schools 
and ig some of the public schools, and 
has become a means of livelihood to 
many a@ poor woman in the country who 
would never have heard of it except 

through the promoters of this work. 
The apecial work of our state federa- 
ticn as a whole consisis in establishing 
and maintaining schools in the- rural 
districts, an enterprise pronounced by 
leading educators to be the most help- 
and progressive undertaking ever 


We now have three of these schools 
im successful operation, but we must 
have more help along this line. All our 
clubs are not yet fully aroused to the 
importance of this phase of our work . 

Just here, let me say that we are 
greatly indebted to the generosity of 
the club women of Massachusetts, who, 
in beautiful akruistic spirit, have con- 
tributed $1,000 to the support of our 
school at Cass Station, and the news 
comes that this generous gift will be 
continued this year. 

If each Georgia club wil continue to 
contribute y y a small] amount we will 
soon have school in every county in 
the state in which one isneeded. 

There needs no argument in favor of 
this work. Wverybody knows that the 
betterment of any one class of a com- 
munity means the betterment of the 
whole community. The education and up- 
lift of these children of the rural districts 
of the state means a benefit to all the 
ehdidren in the years to come. 

A chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link. And our grand old state cannot be 
altogether strong with these disastrously 
weak spots of illiteracy within it boun- 
daries, Georgia cannot be called unequali- 
fiedly enlightened until these dark biots 
of igmorance are removed. 

One of the best arguments in favor of 
the organiaztion of the club women of 
the state is that they are ready for ac- 
tion. Had not the clubs in Atlanta been 
organized in a city federation there 
would probably not be in existence today 
either refarmatory or juvenile court. This 
does not maan at all that we women 
claim al the credit for the establish- 
ment of these two great reforms, It 
simply means that by reagon of our or- 
ganization, 2,000 strong, we were enabled 
to bring forcefully to the minds of some 
of our thoughtful men those crying needs

that subject until the thing was done; 
and that when that good work was 
threatened with overthrow our organized 
body’ bolstered it up with prompt effec- 
tiveness. 

If there were no inter-communication— 
no cooperation, between man and man, 
between nation and nation, where would 
be commerce or government or progress? 

We women cannot afford to ignore the 
same great truths. We must unfte our 
forces.

The Roman Legions, famous for their 
invincibility of attack in all annals of 
War, ‘were composed of men inferior in 
size and swordsmanship to the enemy 
they opposed. They ‘were a smalier. race 
than the. barbarians who swarmed down 
upon them. But #t was a, rule among 
those famed legions to interlock their 
shields as they marched and thus pre- 
senting a solid front to the foe, they won 
their victory. It was only after those 
legions were split by dissensions that 
Rome was conquered. 

Let us, women of the federation, profit 
by this lesson of history. Let us march 
shoulder to shoulder, ‘with locked. shields. 
Ours is the shield of love and faith, love 
for one another and for humanity; and 
faith in the final glorious results of our 
warfare. iMRS MBS JACKSON.

M. O. vab Schoor in. an essay in The 
Journal de Phamacie for March: on the 
evolution” of medicine accenttatées the 
truth of the ‘adage fil fiorissub sole.

THE ‘‘NATIVE SON’’ SLOGAN. 

He was a wise authority who said that 
it takes a level head to stand prosperity, 
The kanaka politicians, composing the 
Home Rule party, became flushed with 
their success and ended by taking the bit 
in their teeth and running away. They 
served notice on the few lonesome whits 
men in the legislature that they might 
as well sing low because the “na‘ive 
son"’ contingent propesed to run things 
to its own Iiking.

The principal issue of this first cam- 
paign, as outlined by Wilcox and pro- 
mulgated by his leutenants, was a stir- 
ring up of race hatred. But one of 
the characteristics of the Kamwaka is that 
he is a poor hatér.
